At Haddenham scholars of an 
East End School used the 
Church Hall as their school. 
Evacuees from the 
Whitechapel slum area, with 
their gas masks and bundles 
of belongings, were a 
pathetic sight, frightened and 
bewildered and they could 
not settle. They missed the 
noise and bustle of 
Whitechapel with its fish and 
chip shops, cinemas and 
pubs. Before a week had 
passed many had returned 
home preferring to be 
bombed out rather than die 
of boredom in the country. 
Later they were back again 
and the only exception to 
billeting was a medical 
certificate for illness. 


Jews Boy’s School were based at Ely 


Entertainment 
was arranged, 
but there were 
other problems. 
A Sutton girl 
was taken to 
court for 
repeating what 
she had heard 
Haw Haw Say - 
that every 
house in every 
parish in the Isle 
of Ely would be 
Smashed as a 
punishment for 
receiving 
evacuated Jews. 


The problems of finding homes for them 
were legion, organisers were 
overwhelmed with problems and 
blankets but ably assisted by the WVS 
who did much other work during the war 
- and while Canada sent us blankets, 
several local families sent them their 
children for safety, only to find the boat 
torpedoed; several Ely children were 
amongst those rescued and brought 
back to the fens.

Ely had a large military 
camp at West Fen Road, 
properly guarded with 
sentries on the gate - 
though this did not deter a 
couple of local lads 
breaking in and pinching 
revolvers and ammunition 
from the armoury and 
blasting away at passers 


by. 


Several army units were billeted in Haddenham with local people; a canteen 
was provided with snacks and home comforts, and several weddings resulted. 


France had fallen, 
Britain would be next. 
Invaders moved into the 
villages around West 
Tofts and Tottington -the 
land was needed for a 
Battle training area, 
residents were given 
notice to pack their 
things and move out — 
they would be found 
alternative 
accommodation and 
their furniture would be 
stored. Otherwise there 
was no compensation — 
except knowing they 
were playing their part 
In the war. 
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There was a rush to join the LDV: lads and old men turning out with their broomsticks 
and shotguns to prepare to repel the invader. They were prepared to defend the village 
to the last man or last bullet. 

One Haddenham man went out on exercise, getting properly blacked up and 
camouflaged; exercise over he went home to his wife who was so scared by this 
spectacle she promptly passed out in a dead faint 


The Home Guard guarded bridges 
and rounded up such as German 
spies who might be parachuted into 
the area - or need to make a forced 
landing - as at Cambridge. 

While at Stuntney in October 1940 - 
two of a crashed crew climbed out 
with their revolvers; they made their 
way to where Mrs Ashman and 
Russell Fletcher, a lad of 18, stood 
watching, alarmed. The Germans 
promptly surrendered and chatted 
until the Soham policeman arrived to 


take Bhetherte 6HAkA gent, who parachuted down into the fen, 
gave himself up and then continued to broadcast dales 
messages to the German commander 


Signposts were taken down to 
confuse strangers 
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The Observer Corps watched 
out for planes of all sorts, 
several of whom crashed in 
the locality. 

The sails were removed from 
Stretham windmill to make a 
base — and Haw Haw came 
on the radio to ask us why 
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Searchlight and Anti-Aircraft batteries were installed, one at Haddenham 
manned by Americans. The lights moving across the sky scared gypsies who 
could not understand what was happening to the Heavens.

ARP exercises held - in Haddenham wardens in navy blue suits and peaked caps 
paraded the streets every night, making sure even key-hole lights were not 
visible 


Firemen were trained to deal with incendiary bombs - Stretham Parish Council 
bought two stirrup pumps. The fire engine was at Sutton and new Ely fire station 
in Egremont Street opened in 1944 


Red Cross and St John Ambulance 
personnel trained to help with casualties. 
At Haddenham Dr & Mrs Fairweather 
organised Red Cross classes for the

At Sutton the searchlights were 
trained on the church and the bells 
rang once more. Haddenham 
Methodist church was packed for a 
thanksgiving service 
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But not everybody was celebrating. The Cambridgeshire Regiment had been sent 


to India, but then 


diverted to Singapore where they took part in the last defence of the island 
against the Japanese. 


They had then disappeared and only a little information was filtering through, with 
rumours of 


jungles and railways and bridges ... and the war against Japan would go on and on
